Promptly at 2 P. M., (Búllalo 
time), New York called the meeting lo order, 
Buffalo moved that Mr. Hautl, chief operator 
at New York, be made permanent chairman. 
The motion was seconded by Troy and car­ 
ried. 
The chairmau then suggested that Mr. 
McCoy, manager of the Buffalo office, be nom­ 
inated as secretary, to which the meeting 
unanimously responded 
in the affirmative. 
The chairman tbtu said: “I think it is well 
understood that the object of this meeting is 
to take some measures in respect to C. L. 
Goodwin, our .late suprintendent, and pass 
resolutions of respect and sympathy. 
Any re­ 
marks will now lie in order. 
Allow me to 
suggest that they be brief, as we have not 
much time, after which I will call on Mr. Mc­ 
Coy fora short statement of the particulars of 
bis death.” Albany then moved that a commit­ 
tee from the Buflalo office, with Mr. Me Coy as 
chairman, be appointed to draft resolutions. 
Seconded by Brewsters and carried. 
Buflalo 
then announced the names of nine gentlemen 
connected with that office as the committee on 
resolutions. 
The chairman then called on Mr. 
Me Coy of Buflalo for the particulars of Mr. 
Goodwin’s illness and death, to which Mr. Mc­ 
Coy responded with remarks of about thirty 
minutes duration, which were listened to with 
the closest attention. 
New York then asked 
if any one else had any remarks to ofler. 
Troy said: “I presume many of us would, but 
as the time is going fast I suggest we hear 
the resolutions at once.” The 
resolutions 
were then read and adopted aud an adjourn­ 
ment tbeu followed. 
The meeting was entire­ 
ly harmonious throughout, and the state of 
the weather and condition of the wires pecu­ 
liarly favorable to its success.

Joaquin M iller’s Defense of The Mudocs. 
In a criticism on Mr. Joaquin Miller’s “Life 
Amongst the Modocs,” just issued in London 
by Bently <fc Son, the London Standard says: 
lie, the author, was himself, in habit, thought 
and feeling, next to an Indian. 
Hence the 
idiosyncracy of his work. 
The red man, he 
declares, can be the worst and the b e 3 t of hu­ 
man beings. 
Confessedly, in its published 
form, 
the narrative is a romantic plea for the 
poor savage, who “lias no desire for wealth," 
who has been corrupted solely by European 
influence, who only kills one stranger for every 
hundred of his own race that fall, and who has 
extirpated by a barbarity styling itself civiliza­ 
tion. 
AVitli respect to the fatal event of Jan­ 
uary, 1867, we liave a remarkable passage.— 
“ Possibly it was a massacre, but the In- 
diau account of it shows tliem to have been as 
perfectly justified as ever one human being can 
be for taking the life of another. 
“ I have been from that day to this charged 
with having led the Iudian3 in this massacre. 
I deny nothing; I simply tell what I know of 
this matter, as briefly as possible, and let it 
pass. 
“The massacre, as it is called, occurred in 
the first mouth of the year 1867. 
The whites 
were besieged by the Indians in a strong wood­ 
en house, a perfect fortress. The Indians ask­ 
ed them to surrender, offering to conduct them 
safely to the settlements. 
They felt secure, 
and laughed at the proposition. 
A long tight 
followed, in which many Indians fell. 
At last 
the Indians carried great heaps of hay to the 
walls, fired it, and the whites perished. 
The rest of the story is told in a similar 
spirit. 
There can be no mincing of language 
over it. 
It is an apology for the Modoc out­ 
rages. 
We are far from suggesting that there 
Í3 not a view to be taken of this miserable 
strife not altogether favorable to the whites; 
yet even the writer discovered before long 
that lie must take the field against his own 
allies. 
However, we must pass the book over 
to the reader, who will find much freshness 
and many a charm. 
Exuberant, partial, even 
passionate in tone, in style over-colored, and 
in intention not a little vague, it nevertheless 
possesses great originality, and is r almjy 
from nature.

L ate last night it was ascertained 
that tho City T reasury had been robbed of a 
large am ount and that Rodman, late A ssistant 
City Treasurer and Secretary of the T rust Co., 
was the guilty party. 
Rodman, acting in his 
double capacity, was enabled to cover up the 
deficiency by m aking false statem ents concern­ 
ing tho am ount of city money on deposit in 
the Trust Co. 
Lookiug over the accounts of 
tho Trust Co. and the books of the City T reas­ 
ury Mr. W arren, the export who is engaged in 
exam ining them , finds tho defalcation of Rod­ 
man to be as follows: From the City Treasury, 
$55,OOO; G eneral Fund, $98,000;’ Board of 
Education on deposit "itll I lie Treasurer $50 - 
OOO; total, $203,000. 
Of this am ount, City 
Treasurer Sprague m ade good $55,non by Hie 
sale of hi* Stock iii ilia Brooklyn Eagle to 
15 rn. \ an Auden. 
Tile bondsm en of Sprague 
are Henry Sanger, Robert L. Millford. Jam es 
d w ell, John P atton and W. C. Kingsley. 
They are responsible and the city will not boa 
loser. 
Tile boud of Rodman calls for $50 OOO 
and is believed to Ii* well secured. 
It was 
said at Hie City Hall th at Rodman would lie 
secured before sundown and lodged in Key- 
niond •B*©t jail. 
The arrest, it was under- j 
stood, was to lie m ade on the affidavit or City 
Trcasurer Sprague, hot if he faded to do so 
the Comptroller, acting under advice of the 
Corporation Counsel, would get a w arrant "tit 
for the urrest of Rodman.

great pavilion the other day to take the matter 
seriously in hand.

In order to test the sound­ 
ness of this assertion let us suppose for an in­ 
stant that the agriculturists were deprived for 
two years of all mechanical aids and scientific 
appliances now’ furnished as necessities of 
their business by manufacturéis. 
What would 
couie of it ? Simply this. 
There would be no 
farming done whatever. 
Thus tho sons of tbe 
soil would discover, what tiny know well 
euough theoretically now, that they depend 
upon other men just as much as other men de­ 
pend upou them. 
One ol the most foolish 
fallacies imaginable, and one that we speak of 
now only bccalise it lias gained so wide a cit* 
culalion and is worked up into such a variety 
of rant at the farmers’ gatherings, is this: that 
because the farmer’s work is neurest nature’s 
headquarters, tbcrcforo it Ls chief in im­ 
portance. 
The 
miner, 
down 
in 
tho 
darkness, is as much a producer as is the 
farmer ou the surface, and neither are more 
necessary to society than the cotton-spinner 
or the merchant. 
There is a self-evident prin­ 
ciple that every indispensable thing is on a 
par with every other indispensable thing, and 
that by this rule farming ranks with the trades 
which make farmiug possible, but doe3 not 
stand one inch above them. 
As for the as­ 
sumption that the granges will not take part 
in politics, it is sheer humbug. 
If they are 
as intelligent as they appear to be earnest 
they will perceive that every interest in the 
country must use political influence directly 
or indirectly. 
Tbe fanners must either influ­ 
ence legislation as a party or by means of 
one. In any case they must create or manipu­ 
late the men who make laws. 
Finally we 
wish success to these men in what is right 
from Topeka to Jamaica, but further reflection 
will possibly convince some of them that a 
deeper disarrangement than the greed of 
monopolies is at the bottom of their troubies- 
Before they see peace and prosperity they 
must correct all mistakes now made by human 
law aud custom, from the tarill to the ethics 
of life. 
In this big job they liave our sym­ 
pathy and good word.

N ew Yo ek, August 28.— It is now kuovvu 
that the Brooklyn City Treasury is involved in 
the common catastrophe with the Brooklyn 
Trust Co. 
Late last night it was ascertained 
that the City Treasury had been robbed of a 
large amount and that Rodman, late Assistant 
City Treasurer and Secretary of the Trust Co., 
was the guilty party. 
Rodman, acting in liis 
double capacity, was enabled to cover up tbe 
deficiency by making false statements concern­ 
ing the amount of city money on deposit iu 
the Trust Co. 
Looking over the accounts of 
tho Trust Co. and the books of the City Treas­ 
ury Mr. Warren, the export who is engaged in 
examining them, finds tho defalcation of Rod­ 
man to be as follows: From tbe City Treasury, 
$55,000; General Fund, $98,000; Board of 
Education on deposit with the Treasurer, $50,- 
000; total, $203,000. 
Of this amount, City 
Treasurer Sprague made good $55,000 by the 
sale of liis stock in Ilia Brooklyn E ag ie to 
Win. Van Auden. 
The bondsmen of Sprague 
are Henry Sanger, Robert L. Mulford, James 
Olwell, John Patton aud W. C. Kingsley.— 
They are responsible and the city will not be a 
loser. 
The boud of Rodman calls for $50,000 
and is believed to I» well secured. 
It was 
said at tho City Hall that Rodman would be 
secured before sundown and lodged in Ray­ 
mond street jail. 
The arrest, it was under­ 
stood, was to be made ou the affidavit of City 
Trcaeurer Sprague, but if he faded to do so 
the Comptroller, acting under advice of the 
Corporation Counsel, would got a warrant out 
for the arrest of Rodman. 
On the other hand a promineut official says 
that they don’t dare to lay a finger on Rod­ 
man, for ho knows too much for them and 
tbev are afraid he will tell all if they threaten 
to make him a scapegoat. 
It is also alleged 
that in order to shield this alleged ring of 
speculators that the deficiency will be quietly 
met by the parties who are directly responsible 
for the safe custody of the city funds. 
At au early hour this morniug Mr. Sprague 
denied that there had been any defalcation 
and 
Comptroller Schroeder, although well 
aware that there has been a defalcation, would 
uot admit it. Two hours later, however, it 
was admitted by both these officials, who stated 
it was uocessary for them to keep the matter 
quiet, from the fact that they^were engaged in 
raising an amount to make good the loss, so 
the city should not suffer. 
It is now under­ 
stood that Sprague’s bondsmen have pledged 
themsclve.3 to make good any deficiency 
and that Sprague has made an assignment of 
all his property to the city, eveu to household 
goods. 
There are those who assert that Mills, 
of the Brooklyn Trust Co., who was drowned 
at Coney Island, was implicated with Rodman 
iu this deficiency. Among other rumors which 
wcro rife was one that a certain city depart­ 
ment was also involved in the trouble, but the 
nature of the trouble was not defined. 
In­ 
quiry from officials failed to develop anything 
satisfactory. 
Mr. Warren lias completed his 
exauiiaution of the books of the Trust Co. and 
has his report read}’. 
No further discrepan­ 
cies than those already known to the public 
have been discovered. 


LATER. 


N ew Y o rk, August 28.—City Treasurer 
Sprague, of Brooklyn, has made a formal 
complaint against ex-Deputy City Treasurer 
M. T. Rodman of embezzling $203,009 of the 
funds of the City Treasury. 
Mr. Rodman was 
to-night placed under arrest aud two detec­ 
tives detailed to watch him at liis residence. 
Sprague will m ate a complete statement of 
the amount of the defalcation to-morrow. The 
$50,000 first discovered by Treasurer Sprague 
to have been stoleu by Rodmau was made 
good by him without publicity and the de­ 
faulting Deputy was not promptly discharged, 
&3 ho should have been, by his superior. 
It ig 
not even known when tho first robbery was 
discovered. 
That the late Mr. Mills was in 
eaguc with him is generally asserted, as their 
bank accounts aro found to have iucreased to 
the amounts iu which the Treasury has been 
fleeced. 
They (Rodmau and Millsi took $50,- 
000 from tho Treasury aud divided it between 
them. 
Mr. Sprague, it is said, will be finan­ 
cially ruined lav these transaction?.

H a l ifa x, August 28.—Accounts of the re- 
ceut disastrous storm in this province are con­ 
tinually coming to hand. 
The gale was se­ 
verely ielt In the town aud county of Picton, 
where great damage was done. 
Iu the har­ 
bor the tide rose to a great height and in the 
town trees, feuces and chimneys were blown 
down and goods scattered in all directions.— 
Fruit and ornamental trees sullcred severely 
and it is feared still greater damage was done 
to tho grain crops in the country. 
The fruit 
trees arc blasted and withered and gardens 
in town generally present the most deplorable 
appearance. A new wharf in courseof construc­ 
tion for the Vale Colliery Company near Picton 
Landing was almost entirely demolished. 
A 
portion of the railway at Picton Landing was 
also washed away. 
The brig Willard Brae 
dragged her auchor and weut ashore. 
The 
schooner Leading Star of St. John, N. B , 
was driven so far ashore at Middle River that 
it will be almost impossible to get her back. 
At least twenty other schooners were driven 
ashore on the same side of the harbor, but tbe 
most are believed to be comparatively free 
from damage. 
On the Picton side of tbe 
harbor 
considerable ¿quantities of lumber 
lying 
ou 
the 
wharves 
were 
carried 
away. 
The 
public 
wharf 
and 
a few others have been somewhat damaged. 
The cellars and warehouses along Water street 
were flooded and quantities of flour, salt and 
other perishable articles were injured or de­ 
stroyed. 
Four bri lge3 were washed away at 
Port Hastings. 
There aro seven 
vessels 
ashore at Port Mulgrave, four at Pirate Cave, 
four at Port Hawkeabury aud four at Port 
Hood. 
The wharves are all gone at Port Mul­ 
grave. 
Several 
barns and houses 
were 
blown down aud one child was killed at 
Cape Jack 
lav tbe 
falling of a 
house. 
Eastward 
of 
Halifax 
the 
gale 
was 
tho 
fiercest 
that 
has 
swept 
over 
this country for years. 
Buildings, trees and 
feuces wtre blown down aud strewn iu every 
direction aud it is reported that two unfinish­ 
ed churched were blown down at Cape Ray. 
Some accounts of the disastrous eflccts of tho 
hurricane come from other sections of the 
province. 
To the westward the fruit crop 
has been almost wholly destroyed and within 
a radius of 200 miles fences, trees and barns 
are prostrated and shipping damaged. 
In 
Hantshort three schooners broke away from 
their moorings and were more or less dam­ 
aged. 
Tho Cutiard steamer Alpha arrived from 
Cow Day this afternoon and gives further par­ 
ticulars of the gale there. 
The whole number 
of disasters te vessels at Cow Bay amonnt to 
fifty-six, including vessels ashore and dis­ 
masted. 
So far as ascertained but oue life 
was lost, that of a pilot, wli03e name is .un­ 
known, from the Welcome Return, the only 
leaded schooner in tho bay at the time. Duriug 
the height of the gale the crow of the brig 
G. T. Troob being iu great danger from tre­ 
mendous seas breaking over the vessel, Capt. 
McArtblr had a boat hauled aver the sands a 
distanco of two miles and launched to succor 
the exposed crew. 
Tho boat was manned by 
Captain McArthur, Ralph Candor and Captaiu 
Martell, who were successful iu saving the 
lives of those on board, eight in number. 
Not in the memory of any resident has such 
destruction been known. 
At the breakwater, 


erected at an enormous outlay, the sea played 
fearful havoc. 
All the new work and a por­ 
tion of the old are gone. 
The docks were also 
destroyed. 
At Beiome’s wharf almost all 
the new work was destroyed. 
The damage to 
the wharves mentioned, it is expected, will 
reach nearly $100,000, while other damages, 
including that to shipping, will probably foot 
up over $100,009. 
It is expected that over 
ono hundred vessels have boon driven ashore 
at the several harbors of Cape Brotou.

T l i c S te a m lf a c l i t A m e r i c a , 
As there are many of our readers who are 
interested in nautical affairs we copy from the 
Brooklyn Cagle the following description of 
Mr. Henry M. Smith’s steam yacbt America. 
As an evidence of the skill of the gentlemen 
who compose the list of the America’s officers 
we remark that Mr. John Germain, the chief 
engineer, is well known to many of our steaw- 
hoatmen as the chief engineer of the Henry 
Clay when «lie was burned near Yonkers some 
years ago, and afterwards the chief engineer of 
the immense ocean steamer Vanderbilt during 
her career as a passenger vessel,and w hen, dur­ 
ing the early part of the rebellion, Commodore 
Vanderbilt presented the ship to the govern­ 
ment, Mr. Germain was commissioned a chief 
engineer in the United States Navy and re­ 
tained in charge of the Vanderbilt’s engiues 
until the close of the war: “ The magnificent 
steam yacht America, which was built by 
Ilenry Steers at Greenpoint, last year, and is 
owned by Mr. Henry M. Smith, hauled into the 
wharf at the Baltic stores this morning for the 
purpose of coaliug. 
There is no other private 
yacht as extensive and splendid in its size and 
equipments in the world as the America.— 
She ¡3 about 200 feet in length, aud is regis­ 
tered at 350 tons, with two engines of 500 
horse power nominally.

A n O ld H i v e r V e s s e l. 
The barge Columbia is now upon the dry 
dock of E. Braiuard, Albany, at the foot of 
Columbia street. 
Without doubt she,is the 
oldest vessel afloat upon our river. 
She was 
built in 1820, and is berefore fifty-three years 
old. She was originally built to carry passen­ 
gers, aud then not as a steamer, but a barge. 
About the time of her coustrucllou some sev­ 
ere accidents had happened from the bursting 
of the boilers of steamboats, the science of 
steam navigation being then in its infancy, 
and the method of preventing danger being 
imperfectly known. 
To insure protection to 
life and limb, and to give confidence to the 
traveling public, the plan was devised of hav­ 
ing a barge towed behind the steamer, the 
passengers being placed upou tho former.— 
Speed was not so greatly appreciated then as 
it has beea si ¡ce, safety baing the chief con­ 
sideration. 
Two barges were at first built for 
this purpose, the Lady Van Rensselaer and 
the Lad\ Clinton, named respectively after the 
wdves of the Patroou of Rcnssclaenvick and of 
Dewitt Clinton. 
The barge referred to, the 
Columbia, was the third oue of that kind con­ 
structed. 
She continued in the service for 
which she was built till greater safety was as­ 
sured in steam navigation, aud the traveling 
public were willing to trust themselves on 
board the steamboat. 
When her avocation in 
this respect was ended, she was changed into 
a freight barge, and up to the present day has 
been used as such. 
Though able to do some 
service yet, the vessel shows evident signs of 
age and decrepitude, and must soon go to 
that grave whither so many of her compeers 
have long since gone.—Albany Express.

M em bers of the legislature (and all officcts, 
executive and judicial .except sueli intf riot- officers as 
shall hit by law exem pted), shall, before they en ter 
0:1 the duties of th eir respective e ffices. take and 
subscribe th e follow ing oath or affirm ation; <1 do 
solem nly sw ear (or affirm j th at I w ill support the 
co n stitu tio n of th e U nited States, an d tlie c n stitu - 
tion »f the state of New York, and that I will faithful­ 
ly discharge the duties of th e office of 
according to the best of m y ab ility ,” and ail such 
officv rs who shall have beett chosen at any election 
shall, belore they en ter upon th e d u ties of their res­ 
pective offices, take u .d subscribe the oatu ot affirm ­ 
ation above prescribed, together W ith the loilow ing 
add n io n thereto, as p a rt thereof ; “ And I do fu rth e r 
solem nly sw ear (or affirm; that 1 have not d irectly or 
indirectly paid offered or prom ised to pay, co n trib u t­ 
ed or offered or prom ised to contribute, any m oney 
or o th er valuable tldng as a consideration or rew ard 
tor th e giving or w ithholding of a vote at tlié election 
at which I was elected to said office, and have not 
m ade any prom ise to influence the giving or w ith­ 
holding any such vote," and no o th er oath, declara­ 
tion or test shall bo required as a qualification lor 
any office of public trust.

Resolved (if the assem bly concur), T h a tartic lee ig h t 
of tb eco u stitu tio u be am ei dert, by am ending section 
four thereof, so as to read as follow s: 
8 4. Tlie legislature shall, by general law, conform 
all c h arters of savings banks, or in stitu tio n s for sa v ­ 
ings, lo a uniform ity of powers, rig h ts and liabilities, 
and a ll charters hereafter granted for such corpora­ 
tions shall lie m ide to conform to such general law 
and to such am endm ents as m ay be m ade theroto! 
And no such corporation shall have any capital stock 
or shall b> tru stees thereof, or any of them have any 
in te rest w hatever, direct or in d irect, in th e profits 
of such co rporation; and no d irector or trustee o lau y 
such bank or in stitu tio n shall he in terested in anv 
loan or use of m oney or properly of such bank or 
in stitu tio n for savings.

Any p erson bolding office u n d er the 
laws of th is state, who, except In paym ent of his legal 
salary, fees or p erq u isites, shall receive or consent 
to receive, directly or indirectly, anything of value 
or of personal advantage, or tlie prom iso thereof, for 
perform ing or o m itting to perform any official act. or 
with the oxpress or im plied understanding th at his 
official act or om ission to act is to ho in any degree 
influenced thereby, shall be deem ed guilty of a fel­ 
ony. T h is section shall not affect th e validity of 
any existing sta tu te s 111 relatio n lo the offence of 
bribery. 
8 2. A n y person w ho shall offer o r prom ise a bribe 
to an officer, if it shall be received, shall be deem ed 
guilty of a felony aud be liable to a punishm ent, ex­ 
cept as herein provided. 
No person offering a bribe 
shall, upon any prosecution of th e officer for receiv­ 
ing such bribe, be privileged from testifying in rela­ 
tio n thereto, and he shall n ot be liable to civil or 
crim inal p rosecution therefor, if he shall testify to 
tho giving or offering of such Jbribe. Any p erio u 
who shall offer or prom ise a brille, if it lie rejected by 
the officer to whom it is tendered, shall be deem ed 
guilty of an attem p t to bribe, w hich is hereby dt elai - 
od to be a felony.

Resolved (if the assembly concur), That sections 
three aud six of article seven be amended as fol­ 
lows : 
Section three to he amended bv adding at the end 
of the section the following: 
No extra compensation shall be made to any con­ 
tractor; but ii from any unforeseen cause, the firm s 
of any contract shall prove to be unjust and oppres­ 
sive, the canal board may, upon the application ol the 
contractor, cancel such contract. 
8 6. The legislature shall not sell, lease or other­ 
wise dispose of tlie Erin canal, the Oswego canal, the 
Champlain canal, iho Black River canal, or tlie Cayu­ 
ga and Seneca canal: but they shall remain the prop­ 
erty of the state and under its manigemont forever. 
Hereafter the expenditure for collections, superin­ 
tendence, ordinary and extraordinary repairs on the 
canals named in this section shall not exceed, in any 
year, their gross receipts for tho previous year. 
All 
iuuds that may be derived from any lease, sale or 
other disposition of any canal ehali be applied in pay­ 
ment of tlie debt f -r which tlie canal revenues aro 
pledged. 
That the loilowing be addod aa sections thirteen 
and louateen, in place of sections thirteen and four­ 
teen of this article, which have been transferred aud 
inserted as sections tweutv-one and twenty-two of 
article three. 
8 13. The sinking iuuds provided for the payment 
of interest aud extinguishm ent of the principal of the 
debts of the state, shall bo separately kept and safely 
invested, and neither of them shall be appropriated 
or used m an y rnauuer other than for the specific 
purpose lor which it shall have been provided. 
8 l i. Neither tho legislature, canal hoard, canal ap­ 
praisers, nor any persoa or persons acting iu behalf 
of the state, shallandil, allow or pay any claim which* 
as between citizens ol the state, would ho barred by 
lapse ol time. The limitation of existing claims sha'l 
begin to run from the adoption of tb s eection; but 
this provision Jshall not he construed to revive 
claims already barred I17 existing etututes, nor to re­ 
peal any statute fixing tho time within which claims 
shall be presented or allowed, nor shall it extend to 
any claims duly presented within the time allowed 
by law, aud prosecuted w ith duo diligence from the 
time ol such presentment. But if the claimant shall 
be under legal disability, the claim may be presented 
within two years after such disability is removed.

Resolved, (ii tho assembly concur), That sections 
one and two of the constitution be amende d so as to 
read as follows; 
8 1 . Every male citizen of tlie age of twenty-one 
years who shall have been a citizen lor ten days, ami 
an inhabitant 01 tlie state ono year next preceding 
any election, and for the last tour months a resident 
oi the county, aud ior the last thirty days a resident 
of the election district iu which lie may offer liiB 
vote, shall lie entitled to .ole at such election iu the 
election district of which he shall at the time be a 
resident, aud not elsewhere, for all officers that now 
uro or hereafter may be elective by thu people, and 
upon all questions which may be submitted to a vote 
cf the people, provided that, iu time of war, no elec­ 
tor in the actual military service, of the state, or of 
the United States, in tho army or navy thereof, shall 
be deprived ol his vote by reason of hi a absence from 
auy election district; and tlie legislature shall have 
power to provide the manner in which and tho time 
and place at which such absent electors may vote, 
and for the return aud canvass of tlu ir votes in the 
election districts in which they respectively reside, 
8 2. No person who shall receive, expect or offerto 
receive, or pay, offer or promiso to pay, contribute, 
offer or promise to contribute to another, to be paid 
or used, any money or other valuable thing as a com­ 
pensation for tho giving or withholding a vote at an 
vlection, or who shall make any promisetoir.fluence 
the giving or withholding auy such vote, or who 
shall make or become, directly or indirectly, inter­ 
ested iu any bet or wager, depending upon the result 
of any election, shall vote at such election; and upon 
challenge ior such cause, the person so challenged, 
before tlio officers authorized for that purpose shall 
receive his vote, shail swear or affirm before such 
officers that ho has not received or offered, does not 
expect to receive, has not paid, offered or promised 
to pay, contributed, offered or promised to contrib­ 
ute to another, to bo paid or used, any money or 
other valuable thing, as a compensation or reward 
for the giving or withholding a vote at such election, 
and has not made any promise to influence the giv­ 
ing or wits holding of any such vote, nor made or be­ 
come, directly or indirect I v, interested 111 any bet or 
wager depending upon tho result of such election. 
The. legislature, at tho session thereof next alter the 
adoption of this section, shall, and frn n time to time 
thereafter may, enact laws excluding from the right 
of suffrage all persons convicted of bribery or auv 
infamous clime.

Resolved (if tho assembly concur), That sections 
one, lour, live, six, seven and right of article three 
ol the constitution be amended so as to read as fob 
lows: 
ARTICLE III. 
Section 1. The legislative power of tlie stale shall 
be visted in a senate aud assembly. 
g I. A11 enumeration of tlie inhabitants of the state 
shall be mado under lho direction of tho legislature, 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and seven) v- 
ftvo, and in every tenth year thereaiter. 


8 5. The assembly snail consist of one hundiedand 
tweuty-tiglit members elect; d for one year. The 
members of assembly shall be apportioned among 
the several counties of the slate, by the legislature, 
as nearly as may be, according to the number of their 
respective inhabitants, excluding aliens, and shall be 
chosen by single districts. The assembly districts 
shall remain as at present organized until alter the 
enumeration or the inhabitants of the state in tlie 
year eighteen hundred aud seventy.five. 3 he legis­ 
lature, at its first session alter tho return of every 
enumeration, shall apuortion the members of assem­ 
bly among the se veril-counties of tho state, in man- 
uer aloresaid, aud the board of supervisors iu such 
counties as may bo entitled under such apportion­ 
ment to more than oue member, except the city and 
county of Now York, and in said city and county the 
board oi aldermen ot said city shall assemble at such 
times aH the legislature making such apportionment 
shall prescribe and divide their respective counties 
into assembly districts, each of which districts shall 
consist of convenient ajul contiguous territory equal 
to the uuuiber of mem I ers of assembly to which such 
counties shall be entitled, and shall cause to bo filed 
in the offices oi the secrcury ot state and iho clerks 
of their respective counties a description ol such dis­ 
tricts, specifying the num ber of each district, aud 
the population thereof, according to tlie last preced­ 
ing enumeration, as near as can be ascertained, aud 
tho apportionment aud districts shall remain unal­ 
tered until another enum eration shall be made as 
herein provided. No town shall be ilividcd iu the 
iuru-atlou of assembly districts. Every county here- 
loforo established and separately organized, exoept 
the county of Hamilton, shall always be entitled to 
one member of the assembly, and no new county 
shall be hereafter erected unless tt» population shall 


entitle It to a member. The county of Hamilton 
ehali olect with the county of FulUm until the popu­ 
lation of tlie esuuty of Hamilton shall, according to 
tho ratio, be entit.ed to a member. But the legisla­ 
ture may abolish tlio said county of Hamilton and 
annex the territory thereof to some other county or 
counties. Nothing in this section shall prevent di­ 
vision at any tim e oi ronntics and towns, and tlie 
erection of new towns nnd counties by the legisla­ 
ture. 
$ 6. Eacli member of tho legislature shall receive 
lor lils service an annual salary ol one thousand five 
hundred dollars. 
Tlie members of either house shall 
also receive tho sum of one dollar lor every ten miles 
they shall travel in going to and l-oturning from their 
plat e of meeting, once in each session, < u the mojt. 
usual route. Senators, when tho senate alone Is con­ 
vened iu extraordinary session, or when serving as 
members of the court for the trial of impeachments, 
and sucii members of tho assembly, not exceeding 
uine in num ber, as shall be appointed managers ol 
an impeachment, ahnll receive au additional allow­ 
ance 01 ten dollars a day. 
$ 7. No member of the legislature shall receive any 
civil appointm ent within this state, or the senate of 
the United States, from the governor, tho governor 
and senate, or from the legislature, or from any city 
government, during tlio time for which ho shall have 
been elected; aud all such appointments, and all 
votes given for any such uiemoer for any such office 
or appointment, shall be void. 
5 8. No person shall tic eligible to the legislature 
who at the tim e of his election is, or w ithin one 
hundred days previous thereto lias beeu, a mem ­ 
ber of congress, a civil or military officer under 
the United ¡States, or an officer under any city gov­ 
ernm ent. Ami if any person shall, after his elec­ 
tion as a m em ber of tlie legislature, be elected to 
congross or appointed to any office,civil or military 
under the governm ent of tlie United States, or un­ 
der any cit.v governm ent, his acceptance thereof 
shall vacate his seat. 
And that the followiug additional sections tie 
added to said article three of the constitution : 
{ 17. No act shall be passed which shall provide 
that, any existing law, or nny part thereof, shall 
bo made or deem ed a part of said act, or which 
shall enact th at any existing law, or any part 
thereof, shall bo applicable, except by inserting it 
in such act. 
{ 18. The legislature shall not pass a private or 
local bill In any of the following cases: 
tfiiangtng the nam es of persons. 
Laying out, opening, altering, working or dis­ 
continuing roads, Highways or alleys, or lor drain­ 
ing swamps or other low lands. 
Locating or changing county scats. 
Providing for changing of venue in civil or crim ­ 
inal eases. 
Incorporating villages. 
Providing for election of members of boards of 
supervisors. 
Selecting, drawiug, summoning or irap&nneling 
grand or petit jurors. 
R egulating the interest 011 money. 
The opening and conducting of election» or des­ 
ignating places of voting. 
t reating, Increasing or decreasing fees, percent­ 
age or allowance of public officers during the term 
for which said officers are elected or appoint­ 
ed. 
G ranting to any corporation, association or in­ 
dividual tlie right to lay down railroad tracks. 
G ranting to any private corporation, association 
or individual any exclusive privilege, im m unity or 
franchise w hatever. 
Providing for building bridges, and chartering 
companies for such purposes, except 011 the Hud­ 
son river helow W aterford, and on the E ast river, 
or over the w aters form ing a part of the bounda­ 
ries of tho state. 
The legislature shall pass general laws providing for 
tlie cases enum erated In this section,and for all oth­ 
er «ases which in its judgm ent may tie provided for 
by general laws. B ut no law shall authorize the 
construction or operation of a street railroad ex­ 
cept upon the condition th at the consent of the 
owners of one-half in value of the property bound­ 
ed on, aud the consent also of the local authori­ 
ties haviug the control of that portion of a street 
or highway upou w hich it is proposed to construct 
or operate such railroad be first obtained, or, in 
ease the consent of such property-owuers cannot 
be obtained, the general term of the supreme 
court in the district in which it is proposed to be 
constructed may, upon application, appoint three 
commissioners, who shall determ ine, alter a hear­ 
ing of all parties interested, w hether such railroad 
ought to be constructed or operated, and ttieir de­ 
term ination, confirmed by tlie court, may be taken 
in lieu of tlie consent of the property owners. 
5 19. The legislature shall neither audit nor allow 
any private claim or account against the state, but 
may appropriate money to pay such claim s as shall 
have been audited and allowed according to law. 
{ 20. Every law which Imposes, continues or re­ 
vives a tax shall distinctly state the tax and the ob­ 
ject to which it is to be applied, and it shall not be 
sufficient to refer to any other law to fix such tax 
or object. 
5 21. On the final passage, in either house of the 
legislature, of any act which imposes, continues nr 
revives a tax, or creates a debt or charge, or makes, 
continues or revive» any appropriation of public or 
trust money or property, or releases, discharges or 
com mutes any claim or demand of the state, the 
question shall be taken for veas and nays, which 
shall be duly entered upon the Journals, ami three- 
fifths of all tlie m em bers elected to either house 
shall in all such eases be necessary to constitute a 
quorum therein. 
I 22. There shall be in the several counties, ex ­ 
cept in cities whose boundaries are the sam e as 
those of the county, a tioard of supervisors, to lie 
composed of such members and elected in such a 
m anner, and for such period, as is or may be provi­ 
ded by law, In any such cities the duties and pow­ 
ers of a board of supervisors mav be devo lved upon 
the common council or board of alderm en thereof. 
Section seventeen of said article is hereby made 
section tw cnty-tlirec of the preposed am endm ent, 
aud is am ended so as to read as follows: 
i 23. The legislature shall, by general laws, crn- 
fer upon the boards of supervisors of tlie several 
counties of the state such further powers of local 
legislation and adm inistration as the legislature 
•may from tim e to tim e deem expedient. 
i 24. The legislature shall not, nor shall the com­ 
mon council of any city, nor anv board of supervi­ 
sors, grant any ex tra compensation to anv public 
officer, servant, agent or contractor. 
i 2.5. Sections seventeen ana eighteen of this arti­ 
cle shall not apply to any bill or the am endm ents to 
any bill which shall be report d to the legislature 
by commissioners who have been appointed pursu­ 
an t to law to revise the statutes. 
Resolved, (if the assembly concur). That the fore­ 
going am endm ent be referred to the legislature to 
be chosen at tlie next general election of senators, 
and that, in conform ity to section one of article thir­ 
teen of the constitution, it be published for three 
months previous to the tim e of such election.

The governor 
and lieutenant-governor elected n ex t preceding the 
tim e w hen this section shall take effect, shall hold 
office during the term for w hich they w ere elected.
